Five years 
ago the 
hospital 
employed 
13 
RN's 
and 
five 
L P N 's, 
s o the present num bers 
employed 
rep resen ts 
an 
in­ 
crease of alm ost 50per cent of 
the reg istered nursing staff and 
a 200 per cent 
increase o# the 
LPN staff. 
“ But, the 
shortage is acute, 
when you consider that the aver­ 
age patient load has increased 
from 77.5 
per 
day in 1962, to 
97.34 
in 1966, and the average 
is higher this y e a r," M rs. Gallag­ 
her explained. 
The 
patient 
load 
increase 
in the past 
five years is about 
26 per cent, but patients are in­ 
creasing in num bers and staying 
longer 
at 
hospitals now, she 
said. 
Another 
factor 
to be 
con­ 
sidered when looking at the added 
number of 
nurses is 
the 
ob­ 
ste tric s departm ent. The

nursing personnel num bers are 
needed to 
maintain the depart­ 
ment now as were required in 
1962.

POSITIONS UNFILLED 
The 
hospital presently has

When the present construction 
and rem odeling project is com ­ 
pleted In Ja n u a ry ,1969, the hos­ 
pital could use 20additional RN's 
and 24 additional L PN s, Jones 
said.

RN's by 1969," he added. 
The hospital is now more than 
60 per cent finished with the con­

WHY THE PUSH FOR A 
FREEDOM ACADEMY? 
Forty-eight years ago, the communists began 
their effort to dominate the entire world. Know- 
ing that most people think in term s of military 
conquest, the communist leaders decreed that 
their efforts would be made by open war, eco­ 
nomic war, and most important of all, psycholog­ 
ical war. 
This psychological w arfare is waged on a polit­ 
ico-ideological plane and its chief weapons are 
propaganda, deceptive diplomacy, 
infiltration, 
subversion, and the establishment of front o r­ 
ganizations. 
Because we have not fully understood the nature 
of the conflict, we have not captured the offensive 
in the struggle. 
The speed with which communist aggression has 
overrun nearly a third of the earth’s surface with­ 
in the past 18 years is a plain measure of Soviet 
successes. 
Some of our lawmakers recognize the danger of 
defeat in nonmilitary war. 
This is apparent in 
the following excerpt from a speech by U. S. 
Senator Karl Mundt: 
“ By nonmilitary aspects I mean that well-defined 
and 
highly systematized warfare concept de­ 
veloped by the communists, which utilizes a mul­ 
tiple arsenal of manipulatory skills, including sub­ 
version infiltration, idiological persuasion, diplo­ 
matic blackmail, and coup d’etat. With the inte­ 
g r a tio n of political, ideological, psychological, 
economic, organizational and param ilitary skills 
into a single artistically coordinated warfare con­ 
cept, the communists have conceived an entirely 
new dimension of conflict which, operating on a 
foundation of m ilitary strength,. . .paralyzes its 
prey with the threat of armed combat -- then 
conquers him through political collapse without 
the use of military action. . . .’’ 
Another reason for communist success has 
been a lack of understanding on the part of the 
F ree World of the techniques being used, and a 
consequent ignorance of how to combat these 
techniques. 
Thus the United States is doing 
very little to overtake the Russians in this field. 
There is a wealth of special schools in the USSR 
which are conducted for the sole purpose of 
educating agents in propaganda, psychological 
fighting, subversion, and diplomatic blackmail. 
As far back as 1960, a bill was introduced in 
the Congress which would establish a Freedom 
Academy, an institution dedicated to the training 
of diplomats and agents who Would wage a pro­ 
freedom ideological war. So far, passage of the 
bill has been held up, and our leaders and diplo­ 
mats still are not getting the training they need to 
meet their highly skilled adversaries. 
As conceived by Ray Henle, editor of Three Star 
Extra, “ The Freedom Academy would assemble a 
faculty composed of the world’s ablest authorities 
on the many aspects of nonmilitary conflict... The 
Freedom Academy would turn out specialists who 
w'ould recognize the threats — who would be able 
to take counter action.’’ 
Asked in 1962 about the Freedom Academy bill, 
the State Department turned thumbs down on the 
idea. Later, apparently sensing public dismay at 
repeated defeats suffered by the United States, 
the State Department set up five week courses 
for its employees with the purpose of strengthen­ 
ing their defenses against communism. 
Thus, while recognizing that a need existed, 
the State Department failed to come up with an 
adequate substitute for the Freedom Academy. 
Columnist Roscoe Drummond commented: 
“ Thus the State Department concedes that what 
the Freedom Academy would do is needed and 
moves to meet that need inadequately — woe­ 
fully inadequately.” 
Continuing, Mr. Drummond wrote: 
“ The Freedom Academy would not undercut 
the State Department. . . would not dilute or im­ 
pair the authority of the State Department any 
more than the Naval Academy impairs the author­ 
ity of the Navy. 
It would strengthen the State 
Department by nourishing the insight and exper­ 
iences of all in government dealing with the Cold 
W ar.” 
An example of the lack of understanding which 
American display with regard to dealings with 
Russia may be seen in the w ave of euphoria which 
swept over the nation w ith the signing of the partial 
Test-Ban Treaty. Other statements by Krushchev 
or his subordinates, which could be construed as 
conciliatory, 
received big play in the press. 
The euphoria continued to mount, despite Soviet 
interference with an American convoy on the 
Autobahn. 
This arrogant disregard of previous 
agreements about free Allied access to West 
Berlin did not serve to convince idealistic A m er­ 
icans that the communists still intend to bury us, 
and that the Cold War, indeed, was still raging. 
But the world knew . Only Americans were fooled. 
ITofessor Sidney Hook, head of the Philosophy 
Department at New York University, recently 
wrote an article about the Freedom Academy. 
According to Professor Hook, the academy would 
he open to private citizens, government officials, 
and stui’en

nique of organizational penetration and subversion, 
and that those opposing the communists have no 
corresponding knowhow in combatting these tech­ 
niques. 
Senator Thomas Dodd of Connecticut feels there 
is needed for improvement in our Cold War capa­ 
bility. He said: 
“ I do not accept the thesis that there is nothing 
we can do, beyond what we have already been do­ 
ing, to cope with the many-pronged offensives of 
international communism. I believe that free men, 
with proper understanding and proper training, can 
constitute more than a match for the communist 
professionals. 
“ We are now' in the process of developing more, 
effective methods of dealing with communist 
guerilla warfare. 
I believe we can also develop 
m ore effective methods of exposing and counter­ 
ing communist propaganda; of keeping our unions, 
and our schools and public organizations free of 
communist control; of exposing and countering 
the crypto-communist movements which are now 
active throughout Latin America and many other 
countries. 
“ Finally, I believe that we can devise methods 
that will enable the Free World to place the com­ 
munist world on the defensive in the Cold War. I 
believe that if it is possible for the comminists 
to peacefully subjugate other peoples, it is pos­ 
sible for the Free World to peacefully liberate 
countries that have already been subjugated. But 
to do all these things wre shall have to have profes­ 
sional Cold War practitioners of our own, who have 
made an intensive study of the tactics and strate­ 
gy of international communism in the Cold War, 
who understand this strategy and these tactics, 
and who have been taught the art of parrying and 
countering Soviet thrusts, on whatever plane 
they may occur. 
“ It is because I believe in the need for such a 
corps of Cold War specialists, that I have from 
the first supported the proposal to establish a 
Freedom Academy. . . Such an academy would 
be the Free World’s answer to the Lenin Aca­ 
demy. 
It would be the one way to putting an end 
to the situation in which we pit free world ama­ 
teurs against communist world professionals. 
“ We have been pushed around, insulted, outma- 
neuvered, outfought long enough. 
The Freedom 
Academy would be a declaration, both to our 
friends and our enemies, that we have at last 
understood the nature of the struggle and that we 
are getting down to the practical work of devising 
the tools and training the manpower for victory.” 
If, indeed, as some have said, the communists 
have a lead of 40 years in nonmilitary warfare, 
is 
it not time for the United States to begin 
catching up -- and overtaking — its enemies? 
Our recent reaction to the Russian “ soft line;” 
our desire to “ coexist” when there can be no 
coexistence; our trust of communist promises 
in the face of dozens of rebuffs: 
Those show 
how pitifully ignorant we Americans are con­ 
cerning the real nature of the enerny we face. 
And we must qot delude ourselves into calling 
the communists by any other name than “ enemy.” 
They have vowed to defeat us, and unless we de­ 
feat them they will carry out that vow. 
Our military might will likely preclude on all- 
out nuclear war. Our personal enterprise sys­ 
tem, if permitted to operate properly, will win 
the economic struggle. 
But it will take education - a Freedom Aca­ 
demy - to win the nonmilitary war for men’s 
minds.

WHY THE PUSH FOR A 
FREEDOM ACADEMY? 
Forty-eight years ago, the communists began 
their effort to dominate the entire world. Know­ 
ing that most people think in term s of military 
conquest, the communist leaders decreed that 
their efforts would be made by open war, eco­ 
nomic war, and most important of all, psycholog­ 
ical war. 
This psychological warfare is waged on a polit­ 
ico-ideological plane and its chief weapons are 
propaganda, deceptive diplomacy, infiltration, 
subversion, and the establishment of front o r­ 
ganizations. 
Because we have not fully understood the nature 
of the conflict, we have not captured the offensive 
in the struggle. 
The speed w ith which communist aggression has 
overrun nearly a third of the earth’s surface with­ 
in the past 18 years is a plain measure of Soviet 
successes. 
Some of our lawmakers recognize the danger of 
defeat in nonmilitary war. 
This is apparent in 
the following excerpt from a speech by U. S. 
Senator Karl Mundt; 
“ By nonmilitary aspects I mean that well-defined 
and 
highly systematized warfare concept de­ 
veloped by the communists, which utilizes a mul­ 
tiple arsenal of manipulatory skills, including sub­ 
version infiltration, idiological persuasion, diplo­ 
matic blackmail, and coup d'etat. With the inte­ 
g ra tio n of political, ideological, psychological, 
economic, organizational and param ilitary skills 
into a single artistically coordinated w arfare con­ 
cept, the communists have conceived an entirely 
new dimension of conflict which, operating on a 
foundation of military strength,. . .paralyzes its 
prey with the threat of armed combat — then 
conquers him through political collapse without 
the use of military action. . . 
Another reason for communist success has 
been a lack of understanding on the part of the 
F ree World of the techniques being used, and a 
consequent ignorance of how' to combat these 
techniques. 
Thus the United States is doing 
very little to overtake the Russians in this field. 
There is a wealth of special schools in the USSR 
which are conducted for the sole purpose of 
educating agents in propaganda, psychological 
fighting, subversion, and diplomatic blackmail. 
As far back as 1960, a bill was introduced in 
the Congress which would establish a Freedom 
Academy, an institution dedicated to the training 
of diplomats and agents who would wage a pro­ 
freedom ideological war. So far, passage of the 
bill has been held up, and our leaders and diplo­ 
mats still are not getting the training they need to 
meet their highly skilled adversaries. 
As conceived by Ray Henle, editor of Three Star 
Extra, “ The Freedom Academy would assemble a 
faculty composed of the world's ablest authorities 
on the many aspects of nonmilitary conflict... The 
Freedom Academy would turn out specialists who 
would recognize the threats — who would be able 
to take counter action." 
Asked in 1962 about the Freedom Academy bill, 
the State Department turned thumbs down on the 
idea. Later, apparently sensing public dismay at 
repeated defeats suffered by the United States, 
the State Department set up five week courses 
for its employees with the purpose of strengthen­ 
ing their defenses against communism. 
Thus, while recognizing that a need existed, 
the State Department failed to come up with an 
adequate substitute for the Freedom Academy. 
Columnist Roscoe Drummond commented; 
“Thus the State Department concedes that what 
the Freedom Academy would do is needed and 
moves to meet that need inadequately — woe­ 
fully inadequately." 
Continuing, Mr. Drummond wrote; 
“The Freedom Academy would not undercut 
the State Department. . . would not dilute or im­ 
pair the authority of the State Department any 
more than the Naval Academy impairs the author­ 
ity of the Navy. 
It would strengthen the State 
Department by nourishing the insight and exper­ 
iences of all in government dealing with the Cold 
War." 
An example of the lack of understanding which 
American display with regard to dealings with 
Russia may be seen in the wave of euphoria which 
swept over the nation with the signing of the partial 
Test-Ban Treaty. Other statements by Krushchev 
or his subordinates, which could be construed as 
conciliatory, received big play in the press. 
The euphoria continued to mount, despite Soviet 
interference with an American convoy on the 
Autobahn. 
This arrogant disregard of previous 
agreements about free Allied access to West 
Berlin did not serve to convince idealistic Amer­ 
icans that the communists still intend to bury us, 
and that the Cold War, indeed, was still raging. 
But the world knew. Only Americans were fooled. 
Professor Sidney Hook, head of the Philosophy 
Department at New York University, recently 
wrote an article about the Freedom Academy. 
According to Professor Hook, the academy would 
bt open to private citizens, government officials, 
and students from foreign countries. 
I'Ring 
the 
success 
enjoyed by communists 
throughout the world, he said th&t the communists 


their own uses, that they have mastered the tech­ 
nique of organizational penetration and subversion, 
and that those opposing the communists have no 
corresponding knowhow in combatting these tech­ 
niques. 
Senator Thomas Dodd of Connecticut feels there 
is needed for improvement in our Cold War capa­ 
bility. He said; 
“ I do not accept the thesis that there is nothing 
we can do, beyond what we have already been do­ 
ing, to cope with the many-pronged offensives of 
international communism. I believe that free men, 
with proper understanding and proper training, can 
constitute more than a match for the communist 
professionals. 
“ We are now in the process of developing more, 
effective methods of dealing with communist 
guerilla warfare. 
I believe we can also develop 
more effective methods of exposing and counter­ 
ing communist propaganda; of keeping our unions, 
and our schools and public organizations free of 
communist control; of exposing and countering 
the crypto-communist movements which are now 
active throughout Latin America and many other 
countries. 
“ Finally, I believe that we can devise methods 
that will enable the Free World to place the com­ 
munist world on the defensive in the Cold War. I 
believe that if it is possible for the comminists 
to peacefully subjugate other peoples, it is pos­ 
sible for the Free World to peacefully liberate 
countries that have already been subjugated. But 
to do all these things we shall have to have profes­ 
sional Cold War practitioners of our own, who have 
made an intensive study of the tactics and strate­ 
gy of international communism in the Cold War, 
who understand this strategy and these tactics, 
and who have been taught the art of parrying and 
countering Soviet thrusts, on whatever plane 
they may occur. 
“ It is because I believe in the need for such a 
corps of Cold War specialists, that I have from 
the first supported the proposal to establish a 
Freedom Academy. . . Such an academy would 
be the Free World's answer to the Lenin Aca­ 
demy. 
It would be the one way to putting an end 
to the situation in which we pit free world ama­ 
teurs against communist world professionals. 
“ We have been pushed around, insulted, outma­ 
neuvered, outfought long enough. 
The Freedom 
Academy would be a declaration, both to our 
friends and our enemies, that we have at last 
understood the nature of the struggle and that we 
are getting down to the practical work of devising 
the tools and training the manpower for victory." 
If, indeed, as some have said, the communists 
have a lead of 40 years in nonmilitary warfare, 
is it not time for the United States to begin 
catching up — and overtaking — its enemies? 
Our recent reaction to the Russian “ soft line;" 
our desire to “ coexist" when there can be no 
coexistence; our trust of communist promises 
in the face of dozens of rebuffs; 
Those show 
how pitifully ignorant we Americans are con­ 
cerning the real nature of the enemy we face. 
And we must not delude ourselves into calling 
the communists by any other name than “enemy." 
They have vowed to defeat us, and unless we de­ 
feat them they will carry out that vow’. 
Our military might will likely preclude on all- 
out nuclear war. Our personal enterprise sys­ 
tem, if permitted to operate properly, will win 
the economic struggle. 
But it will take education - a Freedom Aca­ 
demy - to win the nonmilitary war for men's 
minds.
